Polict Commission Upheld. 


Au important decision of the Su- 


preme Court was made public Monday 
afternoon, when, iu an opinion written 
by Justice Parkhurst, the Appellate 
Division ruled that the creation of the 
Newport Police Commission was not au 
infringement of constitutional rights of 
self-government. 


The opinion was on the constitutional 


questions involved in the caw of Jere- 
miah W. Hortnu and others, including 
John H. Wetherell and Frederick li. 
CoggHihall, who constitute the New- 
port Police Commission, against the 
City Council and City Treasurer of the 
cily of Newport. 


Il is section 9 of chapter 804 of the 


General Laws, which was the act cre- 
ating the Newport Police Commission, 
which was objected to as unconstitu- 
tional by tbe respondents iu this case, 
the contention having beeu that the 
section in question "infringes through- 
out Ihe rights of local self-government, 
fundamental aud historic, ill the Stale 
of Khode Island, enjoyed and preserved 
from Ihe settlement of its four towns to 
the adoption of the Constitution, which 
the 
Consiiuitiou 
itself recognizes." I 


The section 
in 
question 
was also | 


claimed to violate article 1, sections '2 ' 
and ^8, of the Constitution of the State 
of Kliode Inland, and also article 4, 
section 10. in addition to Ibis the re- 
spondents argued that Ihe act through- 
out infringed article 14, section 
'2, of 


the amendments lo the Constitution of 
the (Jolted Stales. 


The portions of the State Constitution 


claimed lo have been violated read as 
follows: Article 1, section 
"2: 
"All 


free Governments are instituted for the 
prote.i'iiun, safety and happiness of the 
people. All laws, therefore, should be 
made for the good of the whole; and 
the-burdens, of the State ought lo be 
fairly ill-tributed among its citizens." 
Si'i-iion L'.''.: "The enumeration of the 
foregoing rights (referring to the decla- 
ratu 
I'Ihe various rights of the peo- 


ple), shall no; be construed to impair 
or ueii.v others retained by the people." 
Article 4, section 10: "The 
General 


Assembly shall continue to exercise the 
porters they have heretofore exercised 
(viz.: before the adoption of the Con- 
stitution), unless prohibited iu this 
Constitution." 


The section of the national Constitu- 


tion brougnt iuto the question reads: 
"Dut when the right to vote at any 
election for * » » the Executive 
and 


judicial ollicers of a State, » * * Is 
denied to any of the male Inhabitants 
of such State, being 21 years of age 
and citizeua of the United States, tu- 
rn any way abridged, * * * the basis 
of representation therein shall be re- 
duced, etc."

One of his best characteristics, and one 
that always enabled him to grapple 
with every emergency requiring diB- 
patch m getting tiie paper to press on 
time, was that he always carried the 
maximum number of men, while tho 
other ollices carried the minimum.

If the last partici- 
pant in the War of the Kobelllon live* 
as long after Appouiattox as Bakeuian 
did after the revolution be will survive 
until 1953. If he lives as loug as Crouk

There !-•> a chance tnut the Bakeiuan 


or the Crouk record will be equaled, 
for there were many times more par- 
ticipanis.in the War of 1861—05 tbau 
there were lu either of tbe two other 
struggles. 
Both Bakeiuan aud Crouk 


had beeu objects of Interest for mauy 
years before their death. After the 
death of Ralph Karuuui, about the be- 
ginning of the rebellion, Bakemau was 
recognized as the last of the revolution- 
ary soldiers, and he received a good 
deal of attention on that account, but 
during those years the big war theu 
raging aud the big issues which came 
up immediately afterwards prevented 
him from receiving the attention which 
he might otherwise have 
excited. 


Cronk bad beeu more fortunate lu that 
particular. Possibly the last survivor 
of the big Civil War will be able to 
command eveu greater Interest from 
bis countrymen. 
^.(.'ronk in the last few years re- 
hearsed his own funeral, so to speak, 
as often as did Charles V. When be 
pawed the century age mark he be- 
came so much of au object of Interest 
that New York city arranged a public 
fuueral for him. At Hag raisings on 
Washington's birthday and ou the 
Fourth of July he was iu great de- 
mand. 
Ou every patriotic occasion 


when be appeared be was the center of 
attraction. It Is to be hoped tbat the 
mau who figures iu that role among 
the veteraus of tbe uatioual army hi 
the war for tbe presevatlou of tbe 
Union will be as fortuuate iu the at- 
tention which be will excite. 
At 


his death, providing he lives as long 
as Bakemau or Crunk, tbe United 
States will probably have 230,000,000 
population, aud the world's map may 
be widely diHerein from what It Is iu 
1905.

"I demand 
tbe most favored nation treatment for 
ourselves in the construction of tbe 
Panama Caual," "For American manu- 
facturers lo sel to foreigners, at * pro- 
lit, at prices from one-third lo one-half 
lower tbau they sell the same goods at 
home Is uot a square deal to the folks 
at home." 
With these characteristic 


and forceful, homely phrases President 
Roosevelt liav launched a uew issue, 
at least a uew oue for the Republican 
party, aud there are stroug indications 
that he will galu the support of the 
American people and put some hide 
bound ultra protectionists to confusion., 


Iu bis message to Congress, last 


December, tbe President wrote, "I will 
have something lo say ou the tariff 
question later on," but proinlueut 
members of his party who were per- 
mitted to read a proof of the message 
before it was made public persuaded 
him to strike out the sentence. He 
yielded to their request, but then en- 
deavored to secure some sort of au 
agreement from the leaders that provi- 
sion would be made for a readjustment 
of the Diugley schedules later ou. 
They had urged tbat agitation of the 
subject lu advance would unsettle 
business, so he called them to the 
White House and asked what they 
thought of calling Congress iu extra 
session this spriug for the purpose of 
readjusting the tariff schedules. Tbe 
stand patters claimed that it would re- 
quire time for Investigation and that the 
session bad better be called iu the Fall.

President agreed aud 


October was fixed as tbe date of the 
special session.
